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HARD COAL WAR ON

OFFICIALS ORDER 1?0.000
TYHRACITE MINERS TO
QUIT WORK,

BITUMINOUS COAL WAR OVER

Penneylvania Mines Are Weil Pre-
pared for Big Strike—10,000 Men
Adready Out—Great Britain's Wage
Measure Now a Law.

Cleveland, O.—The union here hes
orderad 170,000 miners In the anthra-
oita reglons of Pennsylvania to quit
work. This is the Initial step toward
& stoppage In coal production in the

‘United States as a result of the m}
nera’ many wage disputes.

The suspension was ordered be-
cause of the operators’ refusal to
grant the unlon demands for Increased
pay.

President Whits sald the suapeusion
mould be equal to a strike, except that
the men at the pumps and others nec-
essary to protect mine property would
be kept at work.

The shutting down of the mines, the
union officials say, will cause a loss In
the coal production of the country of
7,083,000 bushels of anthracite a
month and will entall & loss in pay to
the miners of not lesa than $360,000
for every day they remain out.

Measures to induce miners and op-
erators to renew negotiations broken
off In New York several weeks ago,
already are talked.

The bituminous mine workers' wage
dispute, Involving about 300,000 more
miners, has been settled on a basla
satisfactory to both sides, It has been
announced. There will be a short sus-
pension in the bituminous flelds, to
permit the operators and miners of
the different states to settle thelr in-
ternal differences, but according to
the agreement made in the joint con-
ference, no change in present condl-
tions will be made that will Increase
the cost of mining over the agree
ment reached here or keep the miners
from earning as much as they can.

By the agreement the miners will
recelve an increase of filve cents o
ton for soreened coal, three cents for
mine run, 6.5 per cent. for day labor
and dead work and five hours on Sat-
urday with five hours’ pay. All other
demands are walved. The additional
rates demandad by the Illinols miners
in thelr convention will be dropped.

Wilkesbarre, Pa.—Presaldent John P.
White's, arder for a suspension-of all
work In the anthracite felds April 1
found the miners prepared, and as a
unit they will walk from the cham-
bers, ready to stand by the national
leaders and fight out thelr demands
with the operators.

More than ten thousand men al-
ready have left the collleries and will
not take advantage of the opportunity
to get In the last day.

The suspension order !s considered
by the miners to mean strike. It Is
exactly what they have bheen prepar
ing for. The matter of submitting the
strike situation to a referendum  vote
means that the miners will stand to
a4 man and vote for a strike.

The defense forced upon the organ-
fzation has so changed conditions that
A mere wage concession could not re-
store pence. - The feellng everywhere
prevalls that the question of recogni-
tlon must be definitely declded In the
meantime, The minecrs are ready to
enter a struggle for the purpose of
deciding this Issue,

London.—The government's mint-
mum wage bill has become a law, it
having recelved the royal assent

Bimultaneous balloting by the coal
miners throughout the Hritish Isleas
was proceeding to decide whether the
strikers should return to work pend-
ing a decislon by the distriet boards,
provided for in the bill, fixing wages
in the various coal mine districts.

While the resuil will not be known
ofefally untll Thureday, thera was
prevalent everywhere a feeling of op-
timism that the vote would favor re-
sumption, and that meantime thou-
sands of miners would return in aoti-
cipation of such a declsmwn.

Freel, who s a Iad of elghteen
yeara with plank cheeks and light of
build, had separated from the other

thelr guns, but they emcountered no
trouble. Jack Allen admitting them
to the house, brought Freel forth and
gavs him into the custody of the offt
cers. A few minutes Iater the trio
were galloping towerd Hilleville and
the’ boy waa lodged In the county jail
with the others of the outlaws who
have been captured.

Freel brought this thrilllng mes-
sage from the two uncaptured fugh
tives, Sldna Allen and Wesley Bd-
wards:

“It will be a battle to the death—
neither of us expect ever to sen home
or family again. [f pooes gets us they
will get two dead men and there will
be some dead detectives, too. We
have four pistols and a Winchester
pump gun and plenty of ammunitioa.
Might as well die with boots on as In
electric chalr.”

BENATE REJECTS $1 A DAY PEN-
810N MEASURE.

McCumber Bubstitute Increasing the
b Roll About $27,000,000 Yearly ls
Adopted by Upper House.

Washington.—The sennte rejected
the Sherwood dollar a day pension bill,
which carried additional pension ex-
penditure of $78,000,000, and adopted
Senator McCumber's substitute meas-
ure, which is based on both age and
service and whieh will increase the
pension expenditures by approximate-
ly $27,000,000 annually,

The vote on the McCumber substi-
tute was 44 to 21, and on the final
passage of the bill 1t was 61 to 16,
only Democrats voting against the mo-
tion. .

The senate also adopled an amend-
ment offered by Benator Lea o* Ten-
nessee excluding from the benefits of
the bill all persons who have an an-
nnal income of §2,400 or more

82 KILLED IN MINE BLAST

Explosion and Instant

Hluefield, W. Va—Bighty-two men
were killed by a gas explosion in the
Jed Coal and Coke Company’s mine
at Jed. W. Va, six miles from here,

Only eleven men escaped allve and
one of these died within an hour after
belng brought to Lhe surface.

Thirty-three bodies have been lo-
cated and the rescuers will have them
out shortly.

When the explosion took place prob-
ably only the eleven men working at
the foot of the shaft had a chance for
thelr lves. They readlly made their
way up the cages which were not
damaged.

Though some of the blades of the
fans were shattered, they continued
to operate, with the fortunate result
that enough air was present to admit
searching parties Ilmmediately.

ITALIANS LOSE TO TURKS

3,527 Men Fall in Flerce Battle In

OAVE MUCH MONEY

President Umachanoas i Gow-
ernment Methods.

SENDS MESSAGE TO CONGRESS

Efficlency Would Be Promoted by
Placing Local Postoffice and Cue-
toma Affaire In Classifled Serv-
lee—Congolidation of
Auditors,

Washington, April 4.—Presidont
Taft today sent to congress his third
message on economy and effclency
In the warlous dopartmenta of the
government. He tranamita the report
of the comminsion recommending cer
tain changea to which he gives his
approval, He says:

“l have several times called atten-
tion to the advantages to be derived
from placing In the classified service
the local officers under the depart-
ments of the treasury, of the post-
office, of justloe, of the interior, and
of commerne and iabor. In my mes.
sage submitted to the congress om
January 17 I referred to the loss oo-
casioned to the governmeant hecause
of the fact that in many cases two
persons are pald for dolng work that
could easily be done by one. In the
meantime | have caused an inquiry to
be made as to the amount in money
of this loss. The results of this In-
quiry are that the loss amounts to
at least $10,000,000 anndally. For ex-
ample, It appears that a very substan-
tial economy would result from put-
ting experienced and trained officera
In charge of the first and second class
postoffices Inatead of gelecting the
postmastors in accordance with the
present practice. As the annual op-
erating expenses of the first and sec-
ond class ofMces aggregate the enor
mous sum of more than $80,000,000,
undoubtedly if the postmasters of
these offices were embraced in the
classified service, and required to de-
vote all thelr (me lo (he public sery-
loe, the annual savings would even-
tually represent many millions of dol-
lars. The saving In salaries alone,
not taking into sccount any maving
due to Increased efficiency of opera-
tion, would amount to about $4,500.-
»o0."

Enfarge Classified Service.

The prenident points out the large
saving that eould be effected by place
Ing in the classified service pensiom
agents, internal revenus and customs
officers and heads of bureaus In the
departmental service. The necom-
mendations of the commlsslon {n this
connection are approved, Continulng,
he says:

“In the Interest of an efiiclent and
economical administrution of the vast
business of the government, I urge
the necesgity for the inauguration of
this important reform, and recommend
that the necessary amendments be
made to the laws governlng appolnt-
ments, such amendments to take ef-
fect not Inter than July 1, 1913,

A saving of $100,000 o year, accord-
fng to the president, could he made
by placing the maintenance and oper-
ation of the life-saving stations of
the country in the hands of the bu-
reau of lighthouses, The enactment
of leglslation to carry this into ef-
urged.

The president recommends that the
vepgels and equipment of the revenue
cutter service, with the exception of
such veesels as might be useful as
naval sauxiliaries, be turned over to
the lighthoupe estnblishment, It 18
pointed out that this would result
in bringing under one general admin-
istration all of the work of the gov-
ernment having to do with the pro-
tection of life and property at sen,
Greatly Increased efclency and a de
clded saving would also be the result

Treasury Auditors.

Consolidation of the six auditors of

the treasury department under one

| auditor would inerease thé efficlency

of the treasury audit, according to
the president, and would also result
In & saving of $200,000 a year. A
change in the law to carry this into
offect 18 recommended. Leglslation to
bring about uniformity in the travel
oxpenditures of officers and employees
of the government {8 recommended.

In conclusion the president says:

“Each of the foregoing recommen-
dations, if acted on, will contribute
largely to Increase efficlency, Direct-
ly and Indirectly the changes pro-
posed will result in the saving of
many milllons of dollars of publie
funds.

“Again | urge upon congress the de-
sirability of providing whatever
funds can be used effectively to carry
forward with all possible vigor the
wark now well begun., The $20,000
required for the prosecution of the
inquiry during the ensulng year, and
the $80,000 estimated for the publica-
tian of results, are Inconsiderable in
comparison with the economies which
can be realized.”
